The capacity of the elevator
1s one million bushels with a
cleaning and grading capacity of 300
cars per day, Itis termed an eight
car olavator, and there are 175 regular
bine, twelve feet equare, with a ca-
pacity of 5,000 bushels each, and
sixty five pocket bins, each divided
into four compartments, all bewng
about 52 feet deep. The buckets carry
up two or three thousand bushels an
hour, there being sixteen belts and
240 buckets to each belt, The great
rubber belt that runs the main shalu
is 240 feet long.

A car of grain, 360 to 400 bushels,
can be emptied in eight minutea To

out of the car into the elevator pit,
From thure the grain is earried to the
“‘bonnets” at the top, and thence
spouted into u cleaver, from which it
goea nto either storage or shipping
bine, There are forty-eight sets of
scales with a capacity of 700 bushela
or 42,500 pounds each, aud eighteen
sets of cleavers with double tops,

An original idea, which no other
elevator has is found in the new
machinery introduced here by which
while one hopper is filling the cleaver
the other 18 being lilled, so that the
clemaver is workivg all the time, In
the chafl that is blown from the fan
out of the side of the building it is
said not a handful of grain can be
found to the carload. The entire
building is heated by steam and fur
nished with water for fire purposes
from four wells. Speaking tubes also
conuect all the floors, *

The engine mapufactured by Jorome
Wheelock, of Worcester, Massachu-
seits, is 0 beauty, and was wuch ad-
mived by the Omaha party, for the
smoothness of its wotion, It is bailt
on the automatic principle and its
enginver, Carl Bonson, can run it as
low ay ten horse power,

The unanimous opinion of the visi-
tors was that the fine buoilding would
be hard Lo be exoslled anywhers, and
it will no doubt prosper in the hands
uf 1ta managers.
